Washington, April 20.—State and 
party afflliations were repeatedly 
broken in the house of representatives 
in the concluding hours of the fight on 
the Canadian reciprocity bill. Demo- 
crats denounced their fellow democrats 
for supporting a republican protective 
principle, and republicans hurled crit- 
icism against their fellow republicans 
for marching with the democrats to- 
ward the free trade goal. 

During the seven hours of debate 
twenty-four men spoke on the reci- 
procity measure. Two-thirds of them 
made pleas for its defeat, in speeches 
of from one minute to a half hour in 
length; and in this number were two 
democrats from North Carolina. 

Differences in the North Carolina 
delegation, all of whom are democfats, 
were vigorously aired on the floor.

Washington, April 20.—An investiga- 
tion of the expenditures and methods 
of all the departments of the federal 
government formally was authorized 


The Hamlin resolution was favorablv 
reported by the rules committee, and 
the republicans offered no opposition 
to its passage. 

Following the passage of the resolu- 
tion, Chairman Ashbrook, of the post- 
office investigating committee, called 
a meeting of his committee for next 
Monday, The several other investigat- 
ing committees will meet next week 
and the lids will be lifted off all de- 
partments. 

Probe of All Departments. 

Besides the postoffice department, the 
following other executive branches of 
the government will be probed: State. 
Navy, war, treasury, justice, interior, 
agriculture, and commerce and labor. 

“My committee will not go into the 
investigation of the postal service 
blindfolded,” said Chairman Ashbrook 
a: “We recognize the importance 


of thoroughness in the inquiry, and we 
do not propose to go off half cocked 
in the matter. We will proceed slowly 
and allow the developments to shape 
our policy for the present. We are 
confident that there is much to uncover 
in the postoffice department, and in- 
quiry will be as systematic and ins- 
taking as it is searching. Already} the 
committee has received scores of com- 
ne from all sections of the coun- 
try about deficiencies, delinquency and 
abuses in postal service, and the com- 
mittee will weigh each of these care- 
fully before beginning its inquiry. 
Country Tired of the Spies. 

“The spy system in the department 
seems to be a general source of com- 
plaint in all sections. From everv- 
where come reports of the baneful in- 
fluences of the ‘system of espoinage 
that is fostered in the department. We 
hear from all sides stories of demorali- 
zation in the service as a result of 
methods of intimidation ang coercion, 
and we believe that the inquiry will 
develop these things. The political 
activities of postmasters in many sec- 
tions have not escaped criticism, and 
the chaos in the railway mail service 
attributed to the so-called ‘economy 
system’ will be investigated.”

SWITCHING FEE 
BATTLE BECINS 


Roads Present Their Side 
of Case. 


With numerous lawyers, railroad of- 
ficials and shippers in attendance, the 
railroad commission yesterday morn- 
ing took up the hearing on the peti- 
tion filed by local shippers to prevent 
the increase in the switching charges 
contemplated by the railroads from $2 
to as high as $9 per car. 

When the hearing began at 10 o'clock { 
there were so many persons in attend- 
ance that the commission adjourned to 
one of the legislative committee rooms 
on the third floor of t®e capitol. The 
railroads were allowed to present their 
case first, and practically the entire 
day was consumed with hearing their 
side of the question. At 10 o’clock this 
morning the commission will hear from 
the shippers who are opposing the in- 
creased rate. 

It was stated by the traffic officials 
of the railroads that it is not their in- 
tention to change the present switch- 
ing rates on movements where the 
carriers havetjreceived a transportation 
haul, but that the increased rate is in- 
tende@g to apply to so-calleg industrial 
switching, that is, for instance, for a 
movement between industries on one 
railroad and between tIndustries and

**‘A charge of no more than $2 per 
car, without regard to its weight or 
contents, will be allowed for trans- 
portating, switching or transferring a 
loaded car from any point on any rail- 
read to any connecting railroad, or to 
any warehouse, sidetrack or other cus- 
tomary point of delivery that may be 
designated by the consignor, within a 
distance of 3 miles from the point of 
starting. 

“*Wihen in the transfer, switching or 
transportation of a car between such 
points, it is necessary to pass over the 
track or tracks of any intermediate 
railroad or railroads, said maximum 
charge of $2 shall be equitably divided 
between the railroad at interest. 

“"When a charge is made for the 
transfer, switching or transportation 
of a loaded car between such points, no 
additional charge shall be made for the 
accompanying movement of the empty 
car in the opposite direction. 

“*Provided, that this rule shall not 
interfere with any prevailing legal rate 
for the transportation of freight be- 
tween different stations, but shall ap- 
ply only to switching movements or 
service incident to the forwarding or 
delivery of shipments, and to local 
transportation movements or service 
between points, both of which are sit- 
uated at or immediately adjacent and 
tributa:.’ to a single station, and with- 
in the customary -yard or switching 
Yimits thereof.’ . 


Defines Switch Movement. 
“Effective February 1 the Southern 
Railway Company, in its switching

“Rule 3 defines a local transportation 
movement to be ‘a movement which 
begins and ends within yard or switch- 
ing limits which is not incident to the 
forwarding or delivery: of a shipment 
to or from a point without said limits 
is a transportation movement and will 
be treated as such.’ This means the 
movement of a car from a warehouse, 
industry or place of business located 
upon any private siding to another 
warehouse, industry or place of busi- 
ness located upon any private siding 
when int of origin and destination 
are both within the defined switching 
limits of a single station. 

“For this movemert the carmiers have 
charged an uniform rate of $2 per car 
and when in the transfer, switching or 
transportation of a car from one ware- 
house or industry. to another ware; 
house or industry it was necessary to 
pass over the rails of one connecting 
line or more, the maximum rate of $2 
was divided equally between the lines 
at interest. 

“It is on these movements within 
yard or switching limits or on indus- 
trial movements the carriers proposed 
and have charged local rates based on 
tariff rates of the Georgia railroad 
commission. The shipper’s complaint 
is based on the change from the old 
established rate of $2 per car to local 
rates for a 5-mile haul, which varies 
from $45 per car on first-4class freight 
to $24 per car on sixth-class freight, 
on a basis of 20,000 pounds ‘per car. 

“At the hearing the roads receded 
from their former position and stated 
it was their desire to charge for this 
industrial switch, first, $5 per car with- 
out regard to weight or contents, be- 
tween two industries located on the 
same road within the yard or switching 
limits. This service has been hereto- 
for $2 per ear. 

“Second. Between an industry on one 
railroad and an industry on another 
road the entire charge to be $7. This 
service has ‘been heretofore $2 per car.

There are many Atlanta women who 
have this new fad grown into arg indus- 
try, among them a most interesting ex- 
ample in the chicken yard of Mrs.’ J. 
Spratling, the president of the Seventh 
Ward Civic Improvement Club. 


Keconomy in Space. . 


While establishing her chicken yar 
Mrs. Spratling gives a good example of 
economy in space. Her back yard is 
very small, and yet she has artistically 
made use of every inch of it. Walking 
down the back steps of her cottage 
home, there is a path bordered with 
flowers, which divides the yard into 
two divisions. On one side is a square 
in which a rustic pergoda is being con- 
structed, the columns of trees from 
which the branches have been cut. 
Over this a trellis has been stretched, 
and already grape vines are beginning 
to sw their budding leaves. Under 
this vine covering will be a shady re- 
treat for the mistress of all, to overlook 
her principality, for the pergoda sepa- 
rates the chicken yard from the rest of 
the yard. Across the walk on the other 
side is a small rose garden, with a 
screen, which keeps out the chickens 
when they are big enough to do harm, 
and at present the rose garden is bor- 
dered by violets. 


The Chicken Raising. 


But it is the chicken raising that is 
the feature. There are three pens—-two 
mate pens and a laying pen. There is 
the space for each of these, well screen- 
ed in, and beyond there is the covered 
house of each pen. There ts a Tittle 
covered way, which admits of the 
owner in rainy weather tending on her 
pets, passing from one pen to the other. 

At the end of the pens is the little 
feed house where Mrs. Spratling keeps 
all the feed and other accessories of 
her yard. There is the rat-proof brood- 
ing house, and in separate little homes 
of their own were two proud hen moth- 
ers with flourishing broods of chickens 
who came in time to have nice fluffy 
feathers Easter morning. 


Many Eggs Sold. 
Besides having enough eggs for fam- 


] 
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ily use Easter week, Mrs. Spratling sold 
ten dozen eggs and one setting. 

She has only White Leghorn chickens 
so far, but .l1ik® all beginners in the 
chicken industry, she is a itious to 
increase the size of her pie 8 and has 
the “chicken farm” bee buzzing in her 
sunbonnet in which she works. 

| Good for Complexion. 

Besides the many interesting features 
it presents, chicken raising Keeps a 
woman in the air, gives her an oppor- 
tunity for normal exercises, and is thus 
a good thing for the complexion. 
‘Housekeeping to some women means 
a kind of drudgery, which brings 
frowns to their faces and makes them 
feel they must spend their time with a 
fly-killer in one hand and a duster in 
the other. 

The truth is neither is a necessary ora 
good article of housekeeping. The fly 
killer would not be necessary if she 
took the proper. precautions against 
them; while the duster simply scatters 
the particles to settle somewhere else. 
The cleaning-up process in a household 
is settled very soon after breakfast by 
the woman who Is systematic; then she 
has the time to indulge in the pleasures 
out of doors—the flower or vegetablé 
garden, or the chicken farm. Once out 
of doors they get air and exercise that 
is not excessive, and they forget the 
every-day tribulations in the out-of- 
door parts of housekeeping.

No small chicken farm in this sec- 
better known away from here 
that of Mr.: Walker Miller, of 
Augusta, whose chicken farm on 
“Bath,” as the natives say, which is 
15 miles from the center of the city.

where there were five incubators, all 
full. Now and, then a squeak announced 
that a birdling had pushed through 
his shell and wanted to get out, and 
there were such plaintive, pitiful-look- 
ing little things reaching out for a 
mother’s wing, and not finding it. 

Then we went to see them in their 
next stage of evolution, the brooder 
house. That. at first sight, resembled 
a long greenhouse. As we approached, 
however, instead of budding flowers 
and fern: leaves inside. we saw busy 
little chickens pecking around and 
stretching their wings. 

This, the brooder plant, was divided 
into small pens, about two or three 
feet wide and five feet long. 

In the little nursery house, as it 
might be called, the top ends of the 
pens were inclosed like boxes, and 
had hot-water pipes running through 
them to furnish heat for the little 
chickens to brood under. A flannel 
curtain cut into strips fell from the 


top of the inclosed part, to divide it 


from the rest of the pen, which had 
on the outer side a window, and the 
air and light. 

The chitkens are kept here until 
they are 6 weeks old. 

The Darky Talked. 

When asked about the chickens and 
their future, the old-fashioned q@arky 
explained that chickens: being raised 
as “broilers” had particular “raisin’ ’"— 
they had to be kept warmer than 
others. 

This brooder is “het up,” he said. to 
98 degrees before the chickens taken 
from incubators are put in, and they 
are kept that way for three days and 
nights. Then they are watched close- 
ly and protected against catching cold, 
for chickens can have “ailments” like 
folks, was another statement. 

When they are 3 weeks or more old, 
they are let out of the pen of the 
brooder, and into an outer compart- 
ment, and later still allowed to peck 
around on the floor of the room. Some- 
times they are let out of the brood- 
house for an airing, but sent back long 
before bedtime; . nd all this is kept up 
until “they are good grown.” 

To the Laying Pens. 

From here we went to the laying 
pens and here was a vast auditorium, 
it would seem, with each hen perched 
in her. own opera box, as she watched 
what went on on the floor beneath the 
box.

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Boston Brown Bread.—Mix and sift 
one cupful of rye meal, granulated corn 
meal and graham flour. Add one tea- 
spoonful of salt, three-fourths of a tea- 
spoonful of soda, three-fourths of a 
cupful of molasses and one and three- 
fourths cupfuls of sweet milk. Stir 
until well mixed; turn into a buttered 
mold, cover and steam three and one- 
half hours.

In Bibb county fifteen persons, most- 
ly white, have taken out the pistol 
license and given bond, while about 
twenty, mostly negroes, have been con- 
victed for violating the law.

New York, April 20.—Prices moved 
listlessly within a narrow margin on 
the stock exchange today, and the 
volume of business fell far below that 
of the two preceding days. During 
the first hour of the session specula- 
tion was board and active, with an up-

ward swing following moderate de- 
clines at the opening. Trad ng fell 
off thereafter, and the market was 
lifeless, final figures of the day show- 
ing only a few changes of significance. 

The affairs of the Gould railroads 
continued to hold the chief place of 
interest, and the confusion of ideas, 
which existed as to impending changes 
in the situation, was the chief cause 
of the falling off of speculation The 
confusion was increased Bt the widely 
circulated report that a Harriman rep- 
resentative who also is closely affiliat- 
ed with the Rockefeller’ interests, 
would take on of the places on the 
Missouri Pacific board vacated by. the 
resignation of the Kuhn-Loeb repre- 
sentat:ves. 

In view of the banking connections 
between the Kuhn-Loeb interests and 
the Harriman lines, Wall street was at 
& loss as to an inetrpretatt of the 
situation, and traders preferred § to 
make no freth speculative ventures un- 
til the situation’'‘was defined more 
sely. Missouri Pacific was feverish 
all day, moving back and forth within 
& range of nearly 2 points. The Har- 
riman stocks, also, were affected by 
the same influences. Onion Pacific in 
particular was weak, closing with a 
loss of a point. 

United tSates Steel was under pres- 
sure most of the day. Reports of prob- 
able price cutting of steel and iron 
products affected thy shares unfavora- 
bly, and there was considerable short 
selling. Orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation for the present month 
are estimated at 30,000 to 35,000 tons 
a day, as compared with 35,000 tons in 
the preceding months. Some very fair 
contracts for structutral steel and 
rails were reported today. 

Even the increased activity of con- 
gress and the administrative authori- 
ties at Washington in connection with 
the Mexican d'fficulty, failed to bring 
forward that question as a disturbing 
factor in the financial world. 

There was noted today a lessening of 
the demand for stocks to cover short 
contracts, and i was assumed that 
the short interest had been reduced 
materially. In the final hour today 
the bears made a vigorous drive at the 
market. Their attack was particularly | 
successful in the fertilizer stocks, 
American Cotton O'! losing 2 points, 
and Virginia-Carolina Chemical a les- 
ser amount. Erie nad Chesapeake and 
Ohio sold off a point sn the movement. 

An advance in the proportion of the 
Bank of England’s reserves to its lia- 
bilities from 43.56 per cent to 47.71 
per cent was shown in today’s weekly 
statement. The figure, desp‘te this 
substantial recovery of the past week, 
is below that of the corresponding week 
of last year. The Bank of France made 
a favorable statement, reporting a sub- 
stantial addition to its gold supplies 
and a contraction of nearly $13,000,000 
in bills discounted.

The mode of preserving eggs by both 
solutions, water glass and Hime. are 
exactly alike. Only absolutely fresh, 
clean unwashed, seund eggs with 
smooth, firm shells are suitable for pre- 
gerving by these methods. Infertile 
eg@6 are preferred as they keep better 
than fertile eggs. Any dirty, stale, 
eracked or.thin-shelled eggs should be 
@iscarded, as they are liable to spoil 
and affect the good eggs around them. 
Any eggs that float in the quid should 
be removed, as floating 'ndicates that 
the contents of the eggs are shrunken, 
leaving 1 large air cell. Such ex«es 
are y stale; cracked or thin 
shelled. 

Any earthenware, 
gar, tub, om barrel may be used as a 
container, depending upon the number 
of eggs to be preserved. Metal ves- 

must not be used, as the solution 
in attack and corrode them. All 
weasels must be absolutely clean and 
aweet, because ekKgESs are very suscepti- 
ble to odors and taints of any nature. 
Gcealdé the vessels with boiling water 
just before using, taking especial care 
with those made of wood.
